SUMMARY OF COLLECTION: The Rural Business-Cooperative Service is requesting
emergency clearance approval for this information collection due to the need to effectively
implement the program as quickly as possible to begin to increase the funds available to lenders
to increase capacity for meat and poultry processing. Increasing capacity will help create a more
diverse and secure U.S. food supply chain. Concentration within the meat and poultry sector had
a disastrous effect on worker safety, producers' livelihood, and product availability at the height
of the pandemic in 2020. This concentration must be addressed in order to avoid future
disruptions and further price increases.
